Basis under which variance shall be considered {391-3-7.05 (2)(A-K)}: A
Description and Location of Proposed Activity:

The applicant proposes to impact 125 linear feet (3,484 ft°) of stream buffer along the Etowah River to
stabilize the streambanks to avoid ongoing erosion that has resulted from water releases from the upstream
Allatoona Dam. Stabilization measures include placement of riprap and joint plantings of black willow. The
project is located at 423 Waterford Dr. within the city limits of Cartersville.
